to reject Heretics. They are thefe; 
‘Allowing that the Priefthood are

they fucceed ? It will without doubt 
be anfwered, to the Jnfrudion and 
Government of the Church. And 
have they all the Qualifications for 
thefe Offices? Have they equal 
Authority to inftru&, and the fame 
Prerogative of Government, that 
tis {uppofed Titus and the Apof- 
tles had? If not, the /atter might 
be qualified and commiffionéd to 
do many Things, even with re- 
{fpe&t to Church Order and Difci- 
pline,. in which it would be ridi- 
culous for our modern Clergy to at- 
tempt to imitatethem. And (NB. ): 
if every pert and forward Prieft 
fhould take upon him to decide pe- 
remptorily in Points of Here/y, mere- 
ly becaule Titas was direéted to do 
it, who had a miraculous Illumina- 
tiom, and extraordinary Affiftances, 
he mutt be a juft Objet of Pity 
and Contempt.’ 

I have ventured to diftinguith the 
fignificant Words by a Nota Bene, 
notwithftanding Mr. Fofer’s refolute 
Declaration, that for the future be 
will pafs by every Thing of this Kind 
without Notice.

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Devil, fo we have now a modern 
Sort of Priefts, who, tho’ they are 
certainly no —, in any other 
Refpe&, have a Power, by a certain 
Form of Words, to deliver: at once a 
Multitude of Men, Women, and 

Children over to the Seldiers to be 
foot; by which Livery thofe Gentle- 
men become feized of a legal Power 
to execute, without Judge or Jury, 
as many of them as they pleafe. 

‘ What others maythink of this 
modern Sort of Excommunication, 
we do not know; but there is not 
one of our Society;- who would not 
chufe to be delivered into the Power 
of the Devi/, rather than into the 
Power of the Soldiers, efpecially if.

nel Dirt into one of their Facess for 
tho’ the Devi/ feldom or never made 
ufe of the Power which was given 
him. by the ancient Priefs, yet the 
Soldiers will hardly fail to make ufe 
of the Power given them by this 
modern Sort of Priefs.

without any formal Livery from any

C others, in breaking upon the Wheel, 
and other Sorts of lingering and tor- 
menting Deaths ; for it is ridiculous 
to imagine, that a Government found- 
ed upon Fear only, can be fupported 
by any Sort of Punifhment, which

muft be left to every Man’s Judgment. 

In Q. Anne's Reign, the Neceffity of car 
rying on the Wer with Vigour, when we 
were already ‘loaden with a vaf Debt, had 
érain’d us of every other Source but Axcifer, 
This obliged us to ereét feveral Funds of that 
Nature ; but it ought to be confider’é in what 
Caufe we were then engaged, the Liberty of 
Europe 5 nor did thofe Excifes, or any former 
extend to harafling any Perfons but 
thofe,. who manufaGured or imported {uch 
Commodities as were excifeable, 

This was our State, tho’ nota good 
one, till in his late Majefty’s Reign the Al- 
teration was made in Coffee, Tea, Chocolat, 
and Brandy, by turning the Cufloms into 
Excifes; which follow’d the Retailer thro’ 
every Corner of the Kingdom, and put vaft 
Nombers under the immediate Power of thee 
Officers; nay, even the Confumer, in many

proftituted the Laws, and fet Juftice up to 
Sale; by which it is faid he: has amafe’d a- 
bove 30,000,000 of French Livers ; or (near 
1,500,000/, Stirling) and indeed the great Fall 
of Stocks at Paris plainly evinces, that he 
had large Sums privately vefted in them, and 
that he has ali along had a clofe Friendthip 
and Correfpondence with the French Stock- 
jobbers ;- for we may conclude, that upon his 
Difgrace both he ‘and all his principal Favou- 
rites, would fell out as faft as.poffible, in or- 
der to place their Plunder out of the Reach 
of the new French Minifters, by remitting 
it to foreign Countries, Since his Difgrace, 
he has been conduéted to Nevers, where he 
is to refide a Sort of State Prifoner; and his 
great Favourites and Friends, the Prince and 
Princefe de Carignan, will, ’tis thought, be 
foon ordered to retire from Court; for which 
the latter, they fay, is fufficiently provided, 
the having amaffed feveral Millions in Gold, 
Silver, and Jewels, during the Adminiftra- 
tion of Monf. Chauvelin, The Caufes of
